PHNOM PENH (AP) — Cam 
bodia’s national assembly and 
senate v oted unanimously today 
to end their country ’s ancient 
monarchy and replace it with a 
republic. 
The legislators at a joint ses­ 
sion said the republic would be 
proclaimed Oct. 9 and would go 
into effect Nov . 1. Chief of State 
Chen 
Heng 
leav es Oct. 9 to 
speak to the U N. General As 
sembly in New York. 
The switch to a republic is de 
signed chiefly as a blow against 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, the 
deposed chief of state and head 
of the roy al house, who has set 
up a gov ernment in ex ile in Pe 
;king 
Western political observ - 
jers said that while the constitu 
tional changes that would result 
were not y et clear, they doubted 
that 
there 
would 
he , any 
immediate change in Premier 
Lon Nol’s gov ernment or its op 
erations. 
Chen Heng is ex pected to re 
main as chief of state. He was 
elected by the parliament when 
it 
deposed 
Sihanouk 
in 
mid 
March. 
By 
proclaiming 
a 
republic, 
the 
gov ernment 
undoubtedly 


hopes to undermine Sihanouk's 
claims that he is still the right­ 
ful chief of state. The gov ern 
ment also hopes that abolition of 
the monarchy will help wipe out 
the loy alty to the prince and his 
family that lingers among the 
peasants in the country side.

The repo rt is unbeliev able that Jo hns Ho pkins Lniv er* 
aity , which has o ne o f the mo st prestigio us medical 
scho o ls o f the co untry , has decided to phase o ut the teach­ 
ing o f medicine and 12 o r 13 o ther scho o ls o f medicine 
are also clo sing their do o rs fo r lack o f funds to co ntinue. 
Instead o f mo re scho o ls o f medicine to train much needed 
do cto rs, there will be less, and the sho rtage will be 
deeper. 
To say this is tragic is an understatement. To o 
many co mmunities already are suffering fo r lack o f a 
phy sician, o r fo r lack o f sufficient numbers o f them. 
Fo r the first time this last y ear, mo re fo reign do cto rs 
entered the United States than were graduated in the 
medical scho o ls o f this co untry . These men and wo men 
are welco me, they fill a v o id, but we must no t be 
dependent o n fo reign co untries to teach and train o ur 
men o f medicine. 
Here is a pro blem that cries fo r speedy so lutio n. 
Fo r lack o f medical scho o ls, a small co llege in West 
Virginia. Alderso n-Bro adus o f Philippi, is celebrating 
its 100th anniv ersary by fo unding a scho o l fo r training 
medical assistants, the first in the co untry . These men 
and wo men will be able to reliev e the do cto r o f much 
ro utine wo rk, but they will no t be licensed to practice 
medicine. 
What abo ut federal underwriting o f medical scho o ls 
to keep them fro m clo sing? That is cheaper than building 
and staffing new o nes. What abo ut federal lo ans to pay 
fo r medical scho o ling and training? No ne is mo re needed 
to pro tect the health o f the co untry . Secretary o f Health. 
Educatio n and Welfare Ellio t L. Richardso n can render 
no greater serv ice than to so lv e this dilemma. 


May Delay Tax Cuts 


Rep. Wilbur Mills, chairman o f the Ho use Way s and 
Means Co mmittee, kno ws o f no administratio n plan to 
raise tax es nex t y ear, but there are two pro jected 
increases which Co ngress might be asked to delay to 
help balance the budget. 
The pro v isio n fo r increased perso nal ex emptio ns fro m 
$6 5 0 to $700. and the increase in the standard deductio n 
to a $2,000 max imum, bo th scheduled fo r Jan. 1, 19 72, 
might hav e to wait, Mills said. 
Speaking to the co nv entio n o f the Natio nal Asso ciatio n 
o f Bank Wo men in Washingto n, Mills predicted a $10 
billio n deficit this y ear o n a unified budget basis, and 
an $18 to $20 billio n deficit using the administrativ e 
budget co ncept. 
These ex pected budget deficits may require defer­ 
ment o f the two increases, tho ugh to gether they wo uld 
no t balance the budget, no r co me clo se to it. 
Mills might strike go ld in ano ther idea he bro ached. 
Vo icing so me misgiv ings abo ut the way estates are 
presently tax ed. Mills said his co mmittee wo uld pro bably 
co nsider this matter in the nex t Co ngress. “ We want to 
keep this wealth, if we can, in the tax stream, and no t 
hav e it all go to fo undatio ns,” he said. 
The flo w o f mo ney to fo undatio ns has bo thered 
Co ngress fo r y ears, but it has nev er fo und a way to 
deflect it witho ut affecting the scientific and philanthro pic 
wo rk fo undatio ns do . If Mills has so lv ed this dilemma, 
he will find plenty o f backing fo r it amo ng his co lleagues. 


One-Six th o f the Natio n 


Mo re than o ne-six th o f the natio n—3 6 .2 millio n peo ple, 
o r 18.6 per cent o f the po pulatio n o f the co untry —no w 
liv e in Megalo po lis, the densely po pulated strip ex tending 
45 0 miles alo ng the Atlantic seaco ast fro m Bo sto n to 
Washingto n. The land area in which they are cro wded 
co v ers less than o ne per cent o f the natio n’s ex panse. 
These are the highlights o f a preliminary repo rt o f 
the 19 70 census. The swath o f land fro m Bo sto n to Wash­ 
ingto n, site o f mo st o f the 17th and 18th century co lo nial 
settlements, has co ntinued its gro wth in this co untry . 
No w it is v irtually o ne elo ngated metro po litan area o f 
“ strip city ,” the Co mmerce Department no ted. 
Megalo po lis includes sev en metro po litan areas which 
hav e po pulatio ns ex ceeding o ne millio n each. They are 
New Yo rk. Philadelphia, Bo sto n, Washingto n, Baltimo re, 
Newark and Paterso n-Clifto n-Passaic. 
When less than o ne per cent o f the land area o f the 
co untry sustains mo re than o ne-six th o f the po pulatio n, 
cries that the po pulatio n ex plo sio n will o v erco me us 
so und ho llo w'. Just as we hav e fo und o ur way to suppo rt 
200 millio n and mo re peo ple, the new disco v eries and 
inv entio ns pro mise suppo rt fo r whatev er number is in 
sto re fo r this co untry in the fo reseeable future. We are 
mo re wo rried abo ut abso rbing o ur increases so cially than 
we are abo ut feeding them adequately .

Ju d ges, o ften the bu tt of u n­ 
warranted criticisms, he said , 
arc o v er lo ad ed with wo rk and 
ju st can't get to all the cases 
need ing swift attentio n. As a re­ 
su lt, there are long d elay s and 
wid esp read "p lea bargaining." 
Recent U. S. Su p reme Cou rt 
d ecisio ns hav e giv en o ffend ers 
new loop holes and d elay ing tac­ 
tics. This ad d s to d elay s. 
More than a y ear ago. the 
Hu ghes 
co mmittee 
mad e 
a 
check of arrests and the nu m­ 
ber (if perso ns a ctua lly sent 
to 
jail. 
The stu d y 
rev ealed 
the 


chances of going to jail were 
"abo u t o ne in twenty ." 
"The ratio is mo re startling 
no w." the Sy racu se senato r ad 
d ed . 
Tak e illegal gambling, for ex 
amp le. Awhile back , the state 
legislatu re d ecid ed the way to 
hit this was by increasing the 
p enalties. The legislatu re mad e 
certain v io latio ns a felony ra 
ther than a misd emeano r. 
There were 15.000 gambling 
arrests. Only o ne—rep eat ONE 
—went to state p riso n. 
The sp ecu latio n is this co n­ 
v icted gambler wou ld not hav e 
gone to jail if he had not had 
a p rev io u s d ru g co nv iction on 
his reco rd . 


The "p lea bargaining" tech 
niq u e came into p lay with the 
gambling arrests. When those 
ind icted were bro u ght befo re a 
ju d ge on 
the 
felony 
charge, 
they wou ld p lead inno cent and 
d emand a ju ry trial. The back ­ 
log of cases became greater, so 
the p ro secu to r agreed to red u ce 
the charge to a misd emeano r. 
"I'm gu ilty . Ju d ge," the gam ­ 
bler wou ld say . 
Bu t. with the charge a mis­ 
d emeano r and the 
max imu m 
p enalty a y ear, the ju d ge ap ­ 
p arently had second tho u ghts 
abo u t the case. So. the misd e­ 
meano r o ffend ers 
u su ally 
re­ 
ceiv ed su sp end ed sentences. 
Ev en mo re serio u s crimes are 


eased by "p lea bargaining." A 
man charged with a felony for 
bu rglary might be freed on bail 
for two or three y ears before 
his case gets on the co u rt cal­ 
end ar. 
Du ring that p eriod he 
might co mmit ad d itio nal felo 
nies. 
"It is imp ossible for the cu r­ 
rent nu mber of ju d ges to han­ 
d le all the cases q u ick ly ," the 
senato r said . "We increased the 
nu mber of ju d ges, bu t we are 
still far sho rt of the nu mber 
need ed ." 
When Hu ghes sp o k e before a 
Ro tary Clu b meeting in Oneid a 
recently , a member ask ed : 
"If we need this k ind of legis­ 


lation. why d o esn't the legisla 
tu re p ass it?” 
Hu ghes ex p lained ju d ges are 
not o rganized lik e so me gro u p s 
no r 'hav e they d o ne any thing 
to o rganize the tax p ay ers be 
hind them." 
The senato r had ano ther su g 
gestio n— a co u rt manager. He 
said a co u rt manager wou ld 
giv e the ju d ges mo re time to 
"ju d ge." 
"Ju d ges shou ld be able to 
sp end mo re time ju d ging," he 
ex p lained . 
At p resent, a co u rt clerk is 
charged with p erfo rming d u ties 
which wou ld be assigned to a 


hav e a v ariety of jobs to d o in 
ad d itio n to arranging the calen­ 
d ars. 
Ro ck efeller came u p with a 
p ro gram to p ro mo te "safety on 
the streets," bu t so me beiiev e 
it wou ld hav e to be inco rp o rat­ 
ed with new legislatio n d esign­ 
ed to help the co u rts, 
Ad am Walinsk y , Demo cratic 
cand id ate for atto rney general, 
said he talk ed p riv ately with a 
gro u p of p olice chiefs recently 
and feels fu ll time d istrict at­ 
to rney s are need ed thro u gho u t 
the state. 
In many cases, the p olice in­ 
fo rmed Walinsk y . the p ro secu t­ 
o rs sp end too little time in their
